than theee eslimates. The building of this
bridge has been contemplated and discussed
since the loeation of the Greenville and Co-
lumbia Railroad Depot, and the propriety
of building it alL once, was earnestly dis
oussed at the time of the election of our la-
mented townsman Mr. Deattio, to the Inn
tendaney, though it ‘was felt then that the
necessity was not immediate, Now, things
are much changed.
